in East Prussia. 


GERMAN SENTRY. 


Watching Enemy m Sncw

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Rome. Jan. 30.— A royal de­

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Loudon, .Ian 30.— Again it is in the 
east that the most sanguinary fight­ 
ing is taking place—-in East Prussia, 
in parts of Poland and in the Car* 
1 athian range, but the most impor­ 
tant of these engagement« is that in 
Last Prussia. well to the north of the 
Mazurian lakes, where the Russians 
met a severe repulse at the hands of 
the troops of General von Hinden- 
lu ig in the early days of the war. 
Here the Russians are battling hard 
with the Germans In an endeavor to 
force their way through to Koenigs- 
berg. 
Already into East Prussia, for a dis­ 
tance of .from twenty to thirty miles, 
the Russians report they are fighting 
in the forests to the north oi Guni- 
binnen and Pillkallen, a line running 
north and south some thirty miles in 
length. 
Petrograd says thut near Horjirnow, 
in Poland, trenches were taken from 
the Germans by bayonet atta' ks and 
that on the Galician front ol the Car 
pathians the Russians have made sat- 
isfaetory progress. 
Vienna declares that to the west of 
1 zsok pass, in the Carpathians, the 
Russians have 
been 
repulsed 
with 
heavy losses and Petrograd probably 
confirms the fact that the Russians in 
tie vicinity have met with a reverse 
by its stuteim nt that "in the face oi 
superior numbers," in the region of 
Meskid pass, "our advance guards re- 
tired slightly to a previously estab­ 
lished position."

EVERY MAN IS READY TO DIE 


Crown Prince Says Germans and Aus- 
trlans Will Win.

Grown Prince Frederick W illiam of 
Germany has sent to an American 
correspondent 
in response to a re­ 
quest for a statement on the war the 
following reply, dated "N ear Verdun.' 
Jan. 22: 
“ You ask me to send a message to 
the American people. 
Being an offi­ 
cer and no diplomat I have no right 
to do so, but if you like I will tell 
o.t 
three things: 
"F irs t- Every single German 
and 
Austrian is quite certain that we will 
come out on top and will give his last 
drop of blood to this end. 
“ Second— W e 
are 
convinced 
that 
the day will come w hen the people of 
Russia and Franco will find out th.o 
they are only doing the dirty work 
for England. 


“ Third— W e expect from America 
absolutely fair play in all questions. 
These are my personal ideas, but 
a good many of my countrymen feel 
the same.”

Loudon, Jan. 30.— Again it is in the 
east that the most sanguinary fight­ 
ing is taking place— in East Prussia, 
iii parts of Poland and iii the Gar- 
jathian range, but the most impor­ 
tant of these engagements is that in 
East Prussia, well to the north of the 
Mazurian lanes, where the Russians 
met a severe repulse at the hands of 
the troops of General von 
Minden- 
lutg in the early day* of the war. I 
Here tile Russians are battling hard 
with the Germans in an endeavor to 
force their way through to Koenigs j 
berg. 
Already into East Prussia, for a dis­ 
tance of .from twenty to thirty miles, 
the Russians report they are fighting 
in the forests to the north of Gum- 
binnen and Pillkallen, a line running 
north and south some thirty miles In 
length. 
Petrograd says that near Borjimow, 
In Poland, trenches were taken from 
the Germans by bayonet atta* ks and 
that on the Gulician front of the Car 
pathians the Russians have made sat­ 
isfactory progress. 
Vienna dec lares that to the west of 
Czsok pass. in the Carpathians, the 
Russians 
have 
been 
repulsed 
with 
heavy losses and Petrograd probably 
confirms the fact that the Russians in 
the vicinity have met with a reverse 
by its statement that "in the face ot 
superior numbers,” in the region of 
Heskid pass, “ our advance guards re­ 
tired slightly to a previously estab­ 
lished position.”
